Shop Employés, comprising five shop creft 
anions and 25,000 men. 

This followed a similar etand by officials of 
the Illinois Centra} in Chicago—also a Harri- 
man line—and the question of a strike of the 
33,000 shop men employeé on the big systems 
is put squarely up to the federation officials. 
That such recognition of the federation, with 
fts implications, would hamper the railways 
fn performing their duty to the public was 
the position taken by the officials. 

Union leaders asked for it on grounds of 
economy and expedition and admittedly be- 
cause of a feeling that greater centralization 
of capital and power made corresponding 
centralization among the unions desirable. 

The unions involved had asked their gen- 
eral officers for permission to strike in the 
evem of refusal to grant recognition of the 
federation. 


Union Leaders Start Conferences. 

A conference lasting three hours and twen-

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ESCAPE DEATH BY MIRAGLE 


Accident Throws Occupants of 
Building Into Panic; | Poliée 
Keep Crowds Back.

Three nccupants of a derelict elevator cage 
in the Masonic temple fell eighteen stories 
to the pit below late yesterday afternoon. 

That none was killed is regarded as little 
short of miraculous, and it is de to the fact 
that the falling cage was checked somewhat 
in its descent from the eighteenth to the fifth 
floor by an unwinding cable. | 

The crash of the failing cage was heard all 
over the building and even on the street out- 
side, and hundreds rushed to the scene of the 
accident. The car had crumpled up like a 
bandbox and the heavy cable rested on the 
twisted framework of the elevator roof. The 
force of the fall had been sufficient to destroy 
the car almost completely. 

The Injured. | 

Eugene Schmidt, 26 years old, 6973 
North Clark street, elevator operator; in- 
ternally injured; taken to Alexian Brothers 
hospital; may die. |

The three men were the only occupants of 
the car at the time the accident occurred. 
Dr. Krederick A. Jefferson, 646 Oakdale ave- 
nue, who was standing in the main lobby 
of the building when the cage struck the 
bottom of the shaft, wae the first physician 
to reach the injured men. 


Operator Sticks to Post. 

Schmidt stuck to his levers in a frantic 
attempt to check the falling car. He was 
thrown to the floor of the cage, sustaining 
severe cuts and bruises.-He was uncon- 
scious when removed, and a cursory ¢xam- 
ination by Dr, Jefferson indicated that he 
had sustained serious if not fatal injuries. 
Schonek and Bolski also were thrown to 
the bottom of the car. Both were badly 
jarred and shaken, and ambulance treat- 
ment was found necessary before they could 
be removed to the Chicage Kye and Far 
hospital by the police. 

Ag the car shot past the upper floors of 
the building passengers in (other cars 
screamed in terror. When the derelict lft 
struck the bottom of the shaft aismall paric 
arose in another cage which had just left 
the main floor. and men and women fought 
for @xit. Crowds rushed into ‘he building 
from the street, and a detail of police from 
the central station was rushed to ‘he hutld- 
ing to handle the panic stricken throng in 
the rotunda, 


Operator Says Cable Slipped. 

According to Operator Schmift, the car 
had just left the eighteenth floor. when the 
lift cable relaxed, and the elevator shot 
downward at an accelerated speed that indi- 
cated that something was wrgng. 

“I jammed on the levers,’ ssjd Schmidt, 
“and the car was checked fora moment, 
but continued to dfop at a rate of speed 
usual in descending. I looked up and saw 
the cable was unwinding from the drum 
faster than it ought to, and I hLnew that it 
bad either broken below the crum of the 
anchorage had torn loose. 

“ We continued descending at 


a moderate 
floor, when the slack cable ran out and a 
sheer drop resulted.” 

An examination of the car and shaft was 
made immediately after the acciient by the 
building engineer. At the anchorage beam, 
which ie placed between the fifth and sixth 
floors, it was found that the lift cable had 
been réleased at that point by the breaking 
of the anchorage. , 


Steel Orystalizes and Breaks. 

The steel had “ crystallized " and broken, 
allowing the cable to slip free. The weight 
of the car and the rotation of the drum or 
reel at the top of the shaft eventually brought 
the loose end to the top and the cage was 
permitted to drop without resistance. 

The fact thet the anchorage and not the 
cable itself broke is probably the only thing 
that prevented the car from dropping at 
terrific speet trom the top of the oulMing 
to the shaft pit. The car wae under partial 

sistance from the eighteenth jo the fifth 
Bae and when it struck did not ¢rumpte 
up ag it would have done if the drop had been 
sheer. 

The car was inspected by the city bufxiing 
authorities on May 25 and in the early part 
of ast month tesied by ineurence company 
inspectors. 

George_H. High, president of the Masonic 
Temple company, said the car which fell was 
overhauled and equipped with new cable last 
April. He said the accident was unavoidable.

Given by Busse Board 
Made This N ecessary. 


ONLY WAY TO GET MONEY 


Bartron, in Anger de Inquiry, 
Suspends Mrs. Solomon 
from Committee. 


‘With what they declare are the most mnno- 
cent intentions imaginable, the women direct- 
ors of the Iinois Industrial School for Giris 
have been systematically “ padding ” the ac- 
counts of that institution. , 

This revelation came yesterday afternoon 
in the course of the county board investiga- 
tion being made ipto the affairs of the school. 

Peter Bartzen, by way apparently of off- 
setting the ingenuous admissions, which for 
@ time threatened to turn the investigation 
into « farce, suspended Mrs. Henry Solomon 
from the investigating committee. Mrs. Solo- 


| mon's offense lay in the fact that she is a 


member of the directing board of the school 
and evinced a desire to prove that Mrs. 
Charles Henrotin and her fellow workers 
never had any intention of * decamping’”’ 
with the county funds. 

The directors of the school had erred, but 
they contended they had erred quite inno- 
cently and in a good cause. The entire mis 
take, ft appeared, had grown out of @ con- 
tract with William Busse, former president 
of the county board, which was produced by 
Mrs. Henrotin tn the course of the session. 

By this contract Mr. Busse plainly agreed 
that the institution was to receive $10,000 a 
year in a flat sum, instead of $104 month for 
each girl under its supervision. 


Mrs. Henrotin Explains System. 

“We hed to sign that before the county 
would give us anything,” explained Mrs. 
Henrotin, “ We were told to put on the lists 
each month the names of sufficient girls to 
bring our appropriation up to that amount. 
That's the way there happened to be so many 
names of girls who had left the institution 
on the lists.” 

Her manner tn explaining this astounding 
bit of financlering was enough to convince 
the most skeptical of her absolute ignorance 
of the hole into which such methods might 
have put her. It was perfecly plain that she 
saw tiothing unbusinesslike about the custom 
—it twas simply a convenient and natural way 
of aiding the county in its intention to allot 
the schoo! its annual $10,000. 

“And, at that,’ Mrs. Henrotin added, 
plaintively, “ we didn’t have enough to run 
the school.” 

_ Miss McConnell Testifies. 

The explanations began when. Miss Susan- 
na McConnell, supervisor of phe school, took 
the atand. 

“Did you collect money, thon the county 
for the support of Ruth and Nellie Bradley 
up to and including last month, although they 
have been back with their mother since Aug. 
2%, 1910?" asked County Attorney Wilson. 

“QO, yes,” answered Mee MeConnell. 
“You see— 

“ Did the school ever pay out any money on 
their account after they sepurmes to their 
mother a year ago?” 

“No; answered Miss McConnell, “ but-—” 

“Then the county has been paying the 
| gchdo# $10 a month each for these children, 
who have been supported by their mother, 
and last month you tried to get $15 a month 
each under the new law. Is that so?” 

“Yes, they were on last month's bill.”

Mrs. Bryant Explains. 

At this point Mrs. A. W. Bryant vice presi- 
dent of the school, interrupted with the re- 
quest that she be allowed to make an ex- 
planatory statement.

I did it efter the 
investigation started. Previously we had not 
imagined thet there was the slightest harm 
in our plan to get the annuel $10,000 which 
had been promised by the county board.

Germany Expected to Accept Terms

BERLIN, Sept. 1—M. Jules Cambon, the 
French ambassador to Germany, who yes 
terday returned from Paris, where he was

It is understood that M. Cambon came 
back with a full statement of the French 
case and the concessions if any, which his 
country was willing to give to Germany in 
return for the latter's withdrawel from 
southern Morocco. 

It is not likely the negotiations will be 
resumed before Sunday or Monday. The 
German foreign office is optirajstic in regard 
to the result. It intimates that the outlines 
of the French proposals are known, and that 
they are acceptable to Germany. , 


Paris Takes Hopeful View. 
PARIS, Sept. 1.—While the French foreign 
Office has not received any sure indication 
that Germany will accept the Frenca pro. 
posals for a settlement of the Moroccan 
question, a measure of confidence is felt inan 
early agreement because of the extent of the 
compensations which are to be offered by 
France. 

Since these are centra) African areas, it 
is not supposed that Germany would proceed 
to extreme lengths over a few thousand 
square miles more or less. 

The real difficulty in the way of an early 
settlement it is believed at the foreign of- 
fice lies in the special commerciai and min- 
ing guarantees which Germany may seek 
in Morocco as nothing can be given Germany 
in Morocco which Great Britain does not 
possess. Besides anything like special priv- 
fleges would afford endless occasiuns for the 
reopening of the controversy on questions of 
interpretation. 


French and British Agree. 

The French and British governments have 
reached the fullest mutual agreement upon 
every phaSé of the Franco-German diapute.

He ascended from 
the track without difficulity and attained a 
height of one hundred feet, but in attempt- 
ing to make a turn the pane tipped, and 
Frisbie lost control 

Frisbie’s wife, son, and daughter were wit- 
nesses of the accident, Mrs. Frisbie being 
rrostrated when she saw her husband fall.
